There  was  no  unusal  or  excessive  mortality  during  th.e  year  which  requires 
comment  and  there  does  not  appe'^r  to  .be  an-'’-  occupation  having  a 
pre judical  effect  on  health. 
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SECTION  B. 

Oeneral  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  these  services  since  the  last  Report. 

The  Old  Rectory  at  Astbury  is  still  used  as  a Hostel  for  evacuee 
children  v/ho  are  not  suitable  for  ordinary  billets. 


SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply. 

Every  Parish  in  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  with  water  either  from 
the  Council's  own  source  at  Mow  Cop  or  from  adjoining  Districts,  whilst 
in  the  case  of  the  Parish  of  Moreton,  this  is  supplied  from  a privately 
owned  source. 

The  tetaL  number  of  domestic  properties  supplied  from  the  Mbv/  Cop 
source  alone  is  2,780  which  leaves  only  124  houses  v/ithout  a piped  water 
supply,  and  these  generally  are  located  at  too  great  a distance  from  the 
nearest  water  main. 

In  the  report  for  1942,  it  was  stated  that  '“danger  point''  had  been 
reached  at  the  Mow  Cop  P umping  Station,  referring  to  the  water  levels  in 
the  bore-holes.  At  the  time  of  writing,  the  pumping  level  is  at  the  top 
of  the  strainer,  and  restrictions  will  have  to  be  imposed.  In  fact,  v/ith 
a view  to  reducing  to  a minimum,  the  demand  on  this  source  of  supply,  10 
applications  for  connection  to  the  main  have  been  refused  during 
recent  months. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council 
for  a supply  of  f/ater  amounting  to  100,000  gallons  per  day  to  be  taken 
into  this  Council's  distribution  mains,  but  it  was  ultimately  found  that 
the  present  commitments  of  the  Urban  Council  would  permit  them  to  supply 
only  from  15  to  20,000  gallons  per  day. 

In  consequence  it  became  urgently  necessary  to  seek  another  source, 
and  aggreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council 
for  a supply  of  from  150  to  200,  000  gallons  per  day  to  bo  taken  from 
their  mains  at  Cranage. 

Sewerage 

'Eie  circumstances  of  the  area  are  generally  as  reported  in  1942,  but 
it  is  expected  that  the  Council  v/ill  authorise  the  Surveyor  to  proceed  with 
the  preparation  of  schemes  for  Odd  Rode,  Goes  trey  and  New-^old  Astbury,  so 
that  work  may  be  commenced  on  these  at  the  earliest  opportunity  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities.
